If, however, the articles under any one numbered item are designated 
as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot irrespective of the number of articles described 
in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any 
dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is the 
successful bidder, and his decision shall be final ; or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell 
the article in dispute.

The attribution to the Master of the Holy Blood Chapel was made by me and 
appears now to be still the most correct. Of course, the picture is somewhat finer and has 
more of the quality of Massys than those pictures which I have attributed with more cer- 
tainty to the Master of the Holy Blood Chapel.” Other variations of this composition exist, 
all closely related to Massys, one in the Brussels Museum.
